Cariv a purse or shoulderbag with you when you leave home: site-specific stickers

dispensers), white paint pen (to make stop signs more specific), superglue and metal 
bits (for corporate locks), wrench (for turning off the gas meters behind fast food 
franchises), clear nail polish (to coat electrical plugs), spray paint and stencils. 



OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 

(follow closely or not at all) 

1) Cut postcard into four narrow strips along the 
dotted tines on the front of this card; paper cutters do 
this job the best, but scissors will work fine. 

2) Find a public payphone—the more visible, the better. 

3) Peel the sticker off the paper, and apply it on the 
outside of the phone receiver (across the center of the 
handle, lengthwise—see photo). Smooth out all 
wrinkles with the top of your fingernail and make sure 
all edges are solidly stuck to the phone. 

4) Relax! Remember: you will look no different to 
passersby than people using the phone for traditional 
reasons. Don't rush the job—act with confidence and 
enjoy your task.
